M.. Poincare’s Cabinet. 


The subtlety of M. Poincaré’s political 
genius becomes more apparent every day. 
When he resigned from office as the result 
of a “snap ” division in the Chamber last 
week the most careful students of French 
politics were at a loss to fathom his mind. 
Now his reasons are olear. He merely 
wanted to have an opportunity of re-cast- 
ing his Cabinet in order that he might go 
to the elections in May with a different 
body of colleagues, His new Adminis- 
tration retains only two of his former 
Ministers—MM. Maginot and Le Trocquer 
—who are known as “the Ruhr Ministers’’ 
as a result of their prominent support ol 
their chief’s policy towards the Germafs. 
Among the others M. Poincaré has in- 
cluded some of his most dangerous poli- 
tical opponents. MM. Loucheur, Frangois 
Marsal, de Jouvenel, Daniel Vincent and 
Fabry fought strongly against the recent 
Government's fiscal proposals, and by per- 
suading them to join his Cabinet M. 
Poincaré has muzzled them effectively. 
Furthermore, by the inclusion of 
these men M. Poincaré has succeeded in 
gaining the support of three very powerful 
newspapers. M. Loucheur controls the 
Petit Journal; M. de Jouvenel is editor of 
the Matin, and M. Fabry is one of the 
principal directors of the Intransigeant. 
Naturally enough, the former mem- 
bers oí M. Poincaré’s Government are 
much annoyed at the way in which they 
have been sacrificed. Three of them who 
were Radical Socialists allowed themselves 
to be excommunicated by their party 
rather than desert their leader some 
months ago, and now they have been 
thrown overboard without warning. The 
Bloc National also is very angry. The 
Entente Republicaine, which, with its 200 
votes, virtually controls this bloc, has only 
two representatives on the new Cabinet, 
and it was the members of this group who 
saved M. Poincaré when he was in an ex- 
tremely tight corner in the Senate, 
Nevertheless, he has gained his imme 
diate end. Today he will make his 
Ministerial statement in both Houses, 
where he will formulate a policy which has 
secured the unanimous approval! of his new 
colleagues, 

M. Poincaré, apparently, has no intention 
of changing the broad outlines of his 
policy; but two significant facts emerge 
from the constitution of the new 
Cabinet. In the first place, it has a 
distinct leaning towards the Left. The 
Conservatives have been almost ignored, 
and it is obvious that M. Poincaré is 
trying to split the Bloc des Gauches, on the 
one hand, and the Bloc National on the 
other, with a view to the consolidation of 
a new Bloc, corresponding, roughly, to the 
Centre Party which was proposed in Eng- 
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Dundalk and killed yesterday.—(Page 9.)

Nearly every day our reports bear 
testimony to the prevalence and to the 


debasing results of the poteen traffic. 


It has rangád large numbers of our people 
against the law and is helping to fill the 
lunatic asylums. Beyond any doubt, it 
has been chiefly responsible for some of 
the brutal murders and outrages that 
continue to be committed in the Free 
State.. The law, in its present shape, 


seems to be powerless to deal with the 


manufacture and sale of poteen. Few of 
the actual distillers are caught. The “ go- 
betweens” and purchasers usually are 
poor peasants, and when they are detected 
they are punished with fines which 
generally are reduced by at least one-half 
and probably are seldom paid. It is 
obvious’ that the evil is increasing 
rapidly. . A startling letter on this 
subject is published in the current issue 
of the Irish Stateeman—anonymous, indeed, 
but bearing the stamp of truth in the 
fulness of its detail and the urgency of 
its appeal. The writer, a doctor, declares 


that the manufacture of poteen has become 


“a regular industry” in our rural slums 
and that the profits are distributed widely. 
“ The maltsters, trading openly as such, do 
a large business in counties where no licensed 
distillery exists. They sell great quantities 
of partly-prepared malted corn to local 
huckstering shopkeepers, who distribute it to 
the unfortunate distillers at handsome profits. 
The railway companies carry tons of corn 
into the remotest parts of Connacht. . 
The carters come in the light of day 
to the railway stations and carry the 
stuff to the distant villages. Village shops 
store the corn and sell it without let or 
hindrance. Licensed traders are known to be 
engaged in this trade.” 
It appears that the manufacture or sale 
or possession of malted corn is not illegal. 
The illegality begins in the distilling, and 
detection of this poisonous industry in the 
mountain and island districts is so difficult 
that not one in ten of the stills has been 
captured. Women carry the poteen to the 
shebeens. All-night ‘‘ sprees” have become 
common in country districts, and ' poteen 
takes the place of music, dance and song. ’ 
We are the more ready to believe that 
this letter exaggerates nothing because the 
writer spends his anger upon the evil, 
and not v@on its authors, who are also 
its victims. He sees clearly that poverty 
is the root cause of the manufacture of 
poteen: it is the stress of their wretched 
conditions which has driven so many small 
holders between Donegal and Kerry to 
start this unholy business. In its 
essence the poteen problem is a problem 
for the Minister of Agriculture. The 


traffic will linger in the “ rotten and rigid | 


communities ” until their perpetua] poverty 
is relieved by better methods of farming 
and by the creation of legitimate industries. 
Nevertheless, in the face of a really 
appalling menace the Government cannot 
afford to. wait upon the comparatively 
slow development. of economic re:vrm. 
The law must be ‘strengthened and 
amended without further delay. At 
present, it seems, a publican who is con- 
victed of the possession of poteen is not 
punished under the Licensing Acts, but 
under the Illicit Distillation Act, He may 
bs fined, but his licence cannot be en- 
dorsed or forfeited, There is no summary 
jurisdiction in poteen cases, since no Act 
prescribes imprisonment without the option 
of a fine and without appeal. The manu- 
facture and salé of poteen will continue 
to flourish until prompt imprisonment is 
the normal punishment for everybody who 
is convicted of participation in either 
branch of the trade. This letter makes 
the excellent suggestion that such convic- 
tion always ought to involve forfeiture of 
old age pensions; at present it does not 
affect them. ~The Minister for Home 
Affairs has preached the need of a high 
standard of public morality and national 
self-respect; but his Government has 
found time for a variety of legislation 
which is infinitely less urgent than the 
reform of the licensing laws. Have the 
sou]s and bodies of our people no champion 
in Senate or Daw?

DUTCH LANDSCAPE 
PAINTERS. 


HERMIONE, LECTURE. 


In the second of the present seaton’s 
Hermione Lectures at Alexandra College,

was very marked in the Netherlands, un- 
surpassed by any country in the many-sided- 
ness of its landscape painting. 

In Dutch painting there was no landscape 
until the middle of the fourteenth century. 
It interested itself in nothing but man, his 
religion, and his heroic deeds, It had'no use 
for nature, except as an ornament. It was the 
Burgundian miniaturists who commenced the 
development of landscape. Remarkable ex- 
amples of their work were illustrated from the 
‘*Tres Riches Heures,’ the Duke of Berri’s 
famous prayer book, painted before 1416, now 
at Chantilly. The natural surroundings came 
to be considered as important as the, main 
subject. What struck one particularly in those 
miniatures was the joy in nature felt by the 
artists. The smallest flower bud, the simplest 
little bird seemed to interest them, and they 
attempted to represent everything as faithfully 
as possible. Light effects, sunshine and moon- 


light, were, however, not in their landscape 
‘art.

Landscape came into panel painting with 
the brothers Van Eyck, whose masterpiece, 
the altar at Ghent, was unveiled in 1432. In 
their “ Adoration of the Lamb” the fresh 
tints, the merry sunshine, the richness and 
beauty, and the great stillness combined to 
give a mighty effect’ of impressive solemnity. 

at landscape related:al! they knew of beauti- 
ful flowers and plants. Following the brothers 
Van Eyck and Van der Gols, land- 
scape commenced, towards the end of the 
fifteenth century, its struggle against the 
domination of figures. . In ‘the art of the first 
quarter of the sixteenth century the figures 
became much smaller. In Patenir’s landscape 
there was no trace of either religion or saints.

Lucas Van Leyden was the forerunner of 
“ Peasant ” Breughel (1569), the first of the 
modern landscape painters. In the little 
masterpiece of his preserved in the Museum 
at Naples one saw_a landscape as modern as 
any Corot, of unsurpassable soulfulness and 
almost weak tenderness of tone. No modern 
art produced a winter landscape to surpass it. 
Rubens modernised, in the seventeenth century 
‘sense of the word, the art of Breughel, trans- 
lating the ‘‘ Peasarit’s"’ conception tuto the 
impressionism of the baroc, giving it vivid- 
ness. and combining’-it with his own fresh 
colours, thus creating again a quite new 
landscape. 

There commenced at the beginning of the 
seventeenth century a new style in Holland, 
which brought forth an original and ‘rational 
landseape art, absolutely new in feeling and 
composition, absolutely Dutch in its subjects, 
and “possessing-a many-sidetiness completely 
unprecedented.. This phase was illustrated 
by works of Van Straalen and Van der Velde. 

The lecturer showed a large number of 
slides illustrating the landscape art of 
Rembrandt and the othérs who pleaded for 
the modern depicting of Dutch nature. He 
next dealt with Jacob Ruisdeal and his col- 
leagues of the Haarlem and Amsterdam 
schools, and Aelbert Cuyp, the Dutch Claude 
Lorrain, who sends a golden light over his rich 
and velvety grass, its rays shining on the 
glossy backs of lazy and ruminating cows. 

This afternoon's lecture will deal with 
Dutch figure painting.

The opinion among 
the London managers is that the concéssion 
is likely to take the form of a general cut

The Capital Levy. 


Mr. Walter Guinness’s motion on the 
proposals for a. capital levy, which will 
be discussed on Wednesday, is to be 
opposed by Mr. Pethick Lawrence, who 
probably has done more than any other 
member of the House of Commons to try 
to embody this financial myth. To Mr. 
Guinness’s motion he will move to add 
that “a capital levy, by xeducing the 
disastrous. burden of the National Debt, 
and thereby relieving the load of annual 
taxation, would stimulate industry and 
promote employment.” The debate is 
certain to be most interesting, while the 
division should prove even more so. 


The Moscow Embassy. 


The delay which has marked the de- 
velopment of the preliminary proceedings 
before the recognition of Russia. can 
completed by the appointment of a 
British Ambassador at Moscuw is proving 
inconvenient to the Government, inasmuch 
as Mr. O'Grady's seat at Leeds has been 
earmarked for the Solicitor-General. and 
it is now uncertain whether Mr. O'Grady 
will be that Ambassador.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 
Within the past forty-eight hours a wide 
area Of the United States has been swept 
hy storms of every kind—wind, snow, rain 


and hail—which have taken heavy toll of 


life and property. 

The known deaths already number 14, 
and when the many communities now cut 
off from communication with the outside 
world are heard from again it is probable 
that the list will be considerably longer. 

Conservative estimates place “se minimum 
damage done to property at ten million 
dollars—two million pounds at par. 

The centre of the disturbances was in 
the Mississippi valley, between Minnesota 
and Missodri. where the wind velocity 

eached sixty miles an hour. 

In St. Paul; which was the centre of 
the blizzard yesterday, eighteen inches of 
snow fell: in twenty-four hours, which 
breaks all: “ records,” 

In South-West Missouri. five persons 


were killed by a tornado which had left

Galway,”” by Professor Keelan, and “The 
Waterfall, Wicklow Mountains,” by Mrs. 
Keeian, are good exampies.

Some of his admirable Church services may 
álso secure a long lease of life, while among 
his secular choral works his setting of Tenny- 
son's “ Revenge,” beloved of every choral 
society, has in it many elements of sound 
popularity. Stanford did good work, more- 
over, not only as a composer, but also as a 
teacher and trainer, and a large proportion of 
the more prominent British composers of the 
younger generation passed through his hands 
at the Royal College of Music.

Mr. Parker refused the offer 
on legal advice, as the actual value of the 
discovery. is computed as being worth many 
times ‘the bid made by: American interests.

M. Poincaré has made it known that the 
new Government is unanimously agreed in 
favour of continuing his policy in foreign 
affairs. The fate of the new Cabinet is um- 
certain. Apart from the particular objea 
aimed at by the inclusion of MI. Loucheur and 
M. Henry de Jouvenel, M. Poincaré has en. 
deavoured to widen his base of support in the 
Chamber. 

M. Poincaré has more than ever strained 
the allegiance of his majority, M. Loucheur 
might not in England be known as a great 
Liberal, but it is none the less true that by 
appealing to such men as MM. Loucheur and 
de Jouvenel the Premier is turning his face 
leftwards. More than this, he has cast out 
men who have. stood with him in the thick 
of the fight for his financial reforms and mep 
who have been blackballed by their own poll- 
tical friends for their loyalty to him, to take 
as his lieutenants’ others who a week ago 
were. his most determined opponents. 

The list of the new Ministers, published 
yesterday morning, produced surprise and he- 
wilderment, and writers who have seldom 
found that M. Poincaré could do anvthing 
wrong either withheld comment or uttered 
warnings,

It may be taken for granted that the 
Ministerial statement will deal quite fully 
with the problems of home and foreign policy 
with which the Government is confronted at 
the moment.

reached. This settlement the French Govern- 
ment not only desires, but will do everything 
in its power to further. AH its efforts will be 
directed to safeguarding the rights of France 
and to ensuring a peaceful future for the 
country.

ARRESTS BY PARIS POLICE, 


PARIS, Sunday 

Three Germans and a Pole have been 
arrested by the police and charged with 
circulating forged American bank notes. The 
men were livine at the same hotel, and were 
traced by means of a 100-dollar note which 
one of them gave to a woman. 

Inquiries by the police show that the men 
have been in France since March 18, and 
that only a few forged notes have been put 
into circulation gn Paris, although a consider- 
able quantity was pasted in Wiesbaden, 
Sarrebruck, and Metz. 

The method adopted by the accused was 
to erase one figure of a note and substitute 
a higher number for it.
